HOW THE 
POULTBY HELP TO PAY 
THE 


GROCERY BILL. 


Few farmers who have always lived on 


farms real i/.e the value of tlie poultry 
raised on the f:um. 
Tliey seem to 


think that all feed fed to poultry is wast- 
ed s.nd that they are just an item of ex- 
pense. 
]>ut it they were obliged to 


dispose of their poultry aud go down in 
their pockets for all the necessary ar- 
ticles that the lien brings iu, they would 
soon come to realize their value. Chick- 
ens are the most profitable of all poul- 
try. 
A llac-k can be kept so they will 


produce eggs the year around, and as 
the old hens are obliged to rest while 
they are moulting if good care has been 
taken of tlie- early spring pullets they 
will be ready to lay in the fall while the 
old hens are moulting, lint if you ex- 
pect your hens to do much for>ou, you 
must do a little for them. They mus 
he provided with comfortable quarters i 
winter and should be kept clean an 
free from lice. Give them plenty of fee< 
and water and they will pay their part o 
the 
grocery bill. 
With good car 


through the winter, in the spring whet 
there is nothing else to bring in any in 
crease, before the cows have any pasture 
lo increase the dairy product, the hen> 
will commence in earnest to repay yot 
for all care you have given them iu Hit 
winter. Just as soon as possible in tht 
spring a few hens should be set to bring 
Morue early clucks for family use and to 
have pullets ready to lay in the fall. As 
the weather gets warm set your liens as 
fast as possible, for, as a general thing 
the early spring chicks are the ones the 
farrnfi::a wife has the best success with 
A lew hens should be set from time U:

and the feed hardly be missed, then tht 
income gives more than ample revvan 
for the bother. 
It is not necessary foi 


me to advise the renders of this paper HS 
to what Kind of chickens to raise, most 
any kind with proper care and attention 
will do well, hut you should not expect 
good results with the best of chickens it 
they are obliged to roost iu trees and on 
letiees in the winter time. Always make 
it a point to weed Out the tlock once a 
year and sell oil ail iufej-ior stock. Keep 
only the best liens, mate them to good 
roosters, and you can soon have a choice 
tlock of chickens.

"DIRT iN THE HOUSE BUILDS THE HIGH- 
WAY TO BEGGARY." BE WISE IN TIME AND USE 


A younj; army officer, who had seen 


service on the Arizona plains and on the 
Maino coast, and who la now iu Cuba, 
tells two scoi-iea out o£ his own experi- 
Biicfi, to show the accuracy with which 
the War Department follows tha move- 
ments of ullicers. 


"1 was with a amall scouting party in 


Arizona," he says, "and after two weeks 
in the desert my squad came to the rail- 
road near a small station. 
Williiu ten 


minutes a dispatch from 
Washington 


was hroiight to me by the station agent. 
11 asked me if I wished to be transferr- 
ed to one of the two new artillery regi- 
ments then forming. 


"[ aimwered by telegraph that I should 


be clad lo enter either of them. Then 
we. set off again across the desert. 


"It waa six days later when we again 


struck the railroad, this time eighty 
miles from the point at which we had 
previously crossed it. lint my reply 
from the departmeut was awaiting me. 
Lt had been telegraphed to every station 
within two hundred miles. 


"A more striking instance of accuracy 


occurred after my transfer to the East. 
1 was traveling home on leave, and as 
the regulations require, I had notified 
the department o£ the day, hour and 
probable route of my journey. After 
I had been on the train for eight hours 
at u small station the porter entered 
•with a telegram, asking if any one of 
my name was present. 
Ou opening the 


dispnteli 1 found that it was from the 
adjutant general's olliee, ordering me on 
detached duty. 


"Kxactness of detail could not be 


carried much farther. The department 
knew the whereabouts of an insignificant 
second lieutenant, even when he was 
traveling on leave of absence."
